Another contingent of Canadian 
soldiers and airmen, and airmen from 
other parts of the Empire who were 
trained in Canada, arrived safely in 
England. In two years of war not one 
troopship en route to Britain from Can- 
ada has been sunk, while scores of mer- 
chant vessels have been sent to the bot- 
tom in the same areas. 

There is only one way to account for 
this difference. The troopships have 
been escorted by a sufficient number 
of destroyers and other swift warships 
and scout planes, but there have not 
been enough of these to give the same 
protection to fleets of freighters. The 
losses of the latter do not condemn the 
convoy system as useless or doubtfully 
effective. Given enough escort ships 
and planes, merchant vessels can cross 
the Atlantic as safely as troop-carriers. 

The corvettes and mine-sweepers 
which are being launched every few 
days at one or other port in Canada are 
helping to make up this deficiency. 
When the lack has been filled, the bat- 
tle of the Atlantic will have been won 
for practical purposes, though there 
may still be hordes of enemy submar- 
ines prowling about the traffic lanes— 
for the hunters will then be the hunted. 

To buy war savings certificates is 
the way to help make the Atlantic safe, 
alike for troopers and freight carriers, 
a way open to every Canadian who can 
Spare something from his earnings. 


Pirates At Dakar 


The sinking of the Bold Venture 
and of the Lehigh bring, to ten the 
number of American-owned merchant 
ships which have been destroyed by 
Axis raiders. As in all the other cases 
but one, these vessels were Sunk with 
typical Nazi contempt for sea law, hu- 
mane considerations and consequences. 
The crews were left adrift in open boats 
far out at sea. By good fortune one 
boat from each ship was picked up, but 
on Wednesday 32 members of the crews 
were missing—six days and three days 
respectively after the ships went down. 

In the case of the Lehigh the cir- 
cumstances were out of the ordinary. 
The ship was flying the flag of the 
United States. Its crew were United 
States citizens. It was sailing from 
neutral and pro-Axis Spain to the Gold 
Coast, presumably for cargo, under 
charter from the Franco government or 
a Spanish importing firm. But neither 
the nationality proclaimed by its flag 
nor the service in which it was engaged 
gave the vessel immunity. Its destruc- 
tion involved a direct insult to the em- 

lem of the United States, and a callous 

disregard to the rights and interests 
of the war-impoverished people of 
Spain. 

It would be unreasonable at thi 
stage to suppose the nationality of the 
ship would give it immunity, but some 
regard might be expected to be shown 
to the Axis-loyaltv of Franco and the 
hard conditions of his subjects. Seem- 
ingly it was considered to be worth 
while to sink an empty outward-bound 
ship which carried the United States 
flag, even at the risk of offending the 
Spanish attache of the Axis. Herr Hit- 
ler apparently is more concerned in in- 
Sulting Washington than in doing a 
favor to Franco. 

The Lehigh was sunk off the tip of 
the African bulge. There is no explan- 
ation needed as to where the attacking 
Submarine came from and on what port 
it is based. The Vichy-controlled port 
of Dakar is too near the scene to admit 
of doubt. 


Moscow And After 


Should the Nazis eventually capture 
Moscow they wil] still find themselves 


five hundred long miles from the Rus- 
Sian capital—longer miles than they 
have yet travelled, because of lengthen- 
ing lines of communication, poorer 


highways, the storms of approach 
winter, and a country stripped in ad- 
vance of supplies and booty. The Soviet 
administration centre has been removed 


from the ancient city to one on the 
banks of the far off Volga 
Moscow is thus diminished in poli- 


tical significance as in military import- 
ance to the invaders, To gain possession 
of heaps of debris marking the spot 
that once was the seat of Russian auth- 
ority would be a small reward for the 
half million—perhaps a million—Ger- 
man soldiers who have been sacrificed 
in the three-week battle. The empty 
glory of such an achievement could 
scarcely do more to repair the dam- 
aged prestige of the Fuehrer at home 
than contro! of the demolished factories 
would enlarge his supplies of muni- 
tions, 

But Moscow has not yet been cap- 
tured. Removal of the administrative 
offices is not a panic flight inspired by 
despair. It is, like the evacuation of 
children and old people, a deliberate 
military operation, a step in the pro- 
ceas of clearing the city of non-combat- 
anta in preparation for a fight to a 
finish. at these measures were not 
takep sooner is evidence of the slung 
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assurance of the Russian authorities 
that the city could not be taken by sud- 
den assault. They took their time about 
the evacuation proceedings, as they 
have taken plenty of room in locating 
the new capital. 

The significance of this leisured and 
far removal will not be obscure to the 
enemy high command, however Goeb- 
bels may choose to represent it to the 
German people. It means that if Mos- 


cow should fall—which they do rot in- | 


tend it shall—the Russians will fight 
on, along a receding front selected and 


prepared in advance. And it implies | 


confidence that even if the city is lost 
the defending armies will be able to 
extricate themselves and resort to the 
traditional strategy of a fighting re- 


treat, against which no invader of Rus- | 


sia has ever succeeded.
